Lenine Says Peace Accéptable to All 
Will Be Offered. 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—Transports 
from Kronstadt arrived in Petrograd 
en Wednesday carrving sailors who 
previously had sided with the provi- 
sional Government, savs a Petrograd 
dispatch. The dispatch gives the fol- 
lowing extract from Nicolai Lenine’s 
address to the Council of Workmen's 
and Soldiers’ Delegates Wednesday: 

“The revolution has been 
accomplished, We shall offer a

Whenever a case of meningitis ap- 
pears in a company cultures are 
taken from the nose and throat of 
every man in the company and a 
vnarantine placed upon it. The men 
cannot leave the barracks and neith- 
‘yf can any one enter them. Within 
‘S hours after a culture has been 
taken it is definitely known just who 
are the carriers of meningitis germs 
in the company. These men are im- 
miediately sent t. the base hospital, 
sercregated and treated. 

Many times a man who carries 

‘eningitis germs in his system is not. 
afflicted with the disease, but he can 
HbaSS 1t on to others. The nostrils of 
the carriers are irrigated with a so- 
lution and their throats sprayed. This 
ireatment is said to kill the germs 
entirely. 

Nine deaths have-resulted from 
ineningitis since Nov. 5 but none of 
ihe men was from St. Louis. They 
were Linus Nilson, 342d Infantry: C.

Judge Rassieur submitted a minor- 
Ity report in which he said that in 
his opinion the suggested changes 
were not needed. Calling attention 
to the fact that Judge Grimm was 
his predecessor on the juvenile court 
bench and Division No. 12° of the 
criminal court, Judge Rassieur said: 

“It may occur to you that the trial 
of cases in Division No. 12 has dim- 
inished in number.

By the middle of April, the 
records will show that (besides the 
juvenile docket) more cases were 
actually tried In Division No. 12 than 
were tried by my predecessor in the 
whole year 1916,, when he presided 
in the Juvenile Court.

The Murder of Rasputin. 

Of the details of the murder we 
‘know very little, and even the trav- 
elers who have gone abroad since it 
was committed could only speak 
vaguely about the circumstances that 
attended it. It is certain, however, 
that there was a deeply laid and well 
organized plot to kill the “Prophet,” 
| that about a dozen persons, some of 
them belonging to the best and to the 
‘highest social circles, were con- 
| cerned in it, and that at last lots 
were drawn to select the man who 
was to execute the victim. Among 
those persons were members of the 
conservative faction of the Duma, 
some officers of several guard regi- 
ments, and even ladies of the smart- 
est set of Petrograd. 

That something was known con- 
cerning this plot in governmental 
circles can be seen from the fact 
that the Minister of the Interior, 
Protopopoff, who had always been 
one of the most ardent disciples of 
Rasputin and who had been working 
with him for the conclusion of a 
peace which both considered to be 
useful to their personal interests, 
hearing that he was going to have 
Supper at the house of Prince Yous- 
soupoff, sent there the Prefect of 
Petrograd, Gen. Balk, with instruc- 
tions to watch ocer the ‘“‘Prophet,’ 
When the Prefect apepared upon the 
scene, he was politely asked by the 
master of the house to withdraw. as 
his presence was not required, 

; The Assassination Plot. 

Young Pricess Youssoupoff, who, 
by the way, is well known in London, 
is the husband of the Princess Irene 
of Russia, the first cousin of the 
Czar. By virtue of his position he 
could do whatever he liked, even to 
dismiss curtly the principal police 
official of the capital. 

At the supper which he gave on the 
night when Rasputin was killed, 
about a dozen people belonging to the 
best circle of Petrograd society were 
present. What passed during the 
meal and how. the murder itself was 
committed is not known even now. 
though several versions of the crime 
are given. Some say ithat it was done 
during the meal, and ‘that the pre- 
text for it was the conduct of Ras- 
putin toward one of the ladies pres- 
ent at the table. Other people relate 
that they waited until the “Prophet” 
was on the point of departing, and 
that as he was putting on his over- 
coat the young man who had drawn 
the lot designating him for the deed, 
shot him with his revolver at the foot 
of the stairs. 

The body was then wrapped up fn 
a blanket and put into the automo- 
bile of a very high personage, which 
was waiting in the garden of. the 
house where the event took place,

These places are the Red Triangle Huts 
which the Y. M. C. A. has established or is 
establishing in the military camps m the 
United States—and in the training camps 
abroad. 


These Red Triangle Huts are the social 
centers of the camps—the bovs’ home and 
club combined—and the only places 
where they can spend their leisure hours 
free from temptation. 


You ought to see how the boys enjoy these 
huts. Here is a group playing games-—— 
there dozens writing home on Red Tri- 
angle stationerv—the only writing paper 
the boys have. Here is a group singing. 
Every night there is something doing. 
Tonight it is a picture show—tomorrow a 
concert. Another night there's a lecture. 
Occasionally there’s a boxing match. 
There are classes in French for those who 
wantthem. These Red Triangle Huts are 
absolutely essential for the bovs’ health. 
happiness and moral welfare. 


General Pershing Says: 


“Win the war we must, but we must win 
it without losing the moral manhood of 
our country.”

Which uniform will 
they seek—the one with a few cents In 
the pocket or the one with a few dollars? 


Furlough Camp in French Alps 


The Y. M. C. A. is building a splendid 
recreation camp in the’ Freneh Alps, 
where our bovs on leave will go instead of 
roing to Paris. This camp will provide 
all kinds of sports, both indoors and out. 
Every provision will be made for the 
somfort, happiness and physical well- 
being of our boys. 


No effort will be spared to bring our boys 
hack home after the war as clean and 
manly as they were when they left. Isn’t 
that worth while? 


The influence on the health and morale 
of the troops who have had the benefit of 
the Y. M. C. A. work has been so great 
that it is having a distinct bearing on the 
military operations of the armies.

Aeroplane Fire Danger. 


EVIEWING the general sub- 
ject of aeroplane construc- 
tion, a writer in The Aero- 

plane directs attention to the all-im - 
portant question of fire prevention 
on board aircraft. Many a machino 
which lands out of control, even 
from ordinary engine failure, and 
rlightly injures the crew, catches fire 
and burns them. to death through 
the bursting of the petrol tank, he 
reminds us; whereas, if the petro! 
could all be shot out of the tank in 
an instant before the machine hits 
the ground, there would be no fire. 
Even when a machine has caught 
fire in the air, as has happened only 
too frequently, the amount of firs 
could be reduced very considerably 


if the bulk of the petrol could be re- 


leased into the air below the ma- 
chine. If it caught fire from the ex- 
‘isting fire as it fell, 
blaze like the tall of a comet for an 
instant, and though it might scorch 
the fuselage and tail, it would cer- 
tainly do less harm than if ft re- 
mained in the tank and burned fn- 
side the machine.
